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Jo th AUTHOR, &c. 


S I have the Happinefs to be Mafter 
both of the French and Dutch Lan- 
guages, I often keep Company with 
Foreigners, and am forry to find that 
our Pamphlets, Fournals, and News- 
Papers, lately publifh’d, have given 
™ thema very mean, and, I hope, unjuft 
Opinion of the Underftanding, as well as Morals, of the 
People of this Nation: From common Fame, and from 
our Hiftories, they fay, they had conceiv’d an Opinion that 
the Englifo were a fenfible honeft People, fingere in Friend- 
fhip, brave in Battle, and merciful in Viétory ; but, with 
regard to the late Rebellion, they have feen fuch glaring 
Falfoods publith’d, and thofe Faboods {o generally believ’d, 
that it gives them a very mean Opinion of the Senfe or 
Honeity of the People: And, indeed, every impartial Man 
mutt fo far join with them, as to have a very mean Opinion 
of the Honour or Honefty of the Authors and Pubjifoers, 
or of the Common Senfe of thofe that believe them. 





Thefe Impreffions, which I find very general among all 
the Foreigners I have converfed with, have given me great 
Pain ; but the Reflections I have heard among them upon the 
inhuman Papers lately publith’d againft Mercy, have given me 
a good deal more: From thefethey conclude, that the Nature 
of the People here muft certainly be entirely chang’d ; that 
they muft be in their Nature become cruel, and as none 
but Cowards are ever cruci they from thence conclude, 
that we can neither be fincere in Friendfhip, nor brave in 
Battle from any innate Principle of Virtue ; but that if we 
appear fincere in Friend{hip, it proceeds from fome felfith 
View, and if we appear brave in Battle, it proceeds either 
from Avarice or a Ferocity in our Nature. 


Asto thofe Foreigners I converfe with, I have endeavour’d 
to fet them right in both thefe Cafes: I have reprefented 
tothem, that there is a worthlefs Sett of Men amongft us 
who are always hunting after public Employments, and will 
invent and write any Fai/bood they think may recommend 
them to thofe that have the Difpofal of fuch Employments ; 
and that their Inventions and Letters are publijh’d by a Sett 
of Men {till more worthlefs, who will print and publith 
any Falfoood, however glaring, calumnious, and cruel, if 
they think it will contribute to the Sale of their Paper or 
Pamphlet; but that both thefe Setts of Men make but a 
very {mall Part of the Body of the People, and neither 
have any Credit, except among the mott ftupid and igno- 
rant of the Vulgar. 


Then with regard to the Papers lately publifh’d again/ 
Mercy, I have reprefented that fuch Papers are certainly 
wrote and caufed to be publifh’d by Placemen and Stock- 
jobbers, who have not yet forgot the Fright they were put 
into of lofing their Places, or their Trade in the public 
Funds; but that their Papers are as difagreeable as their 
Perfons to the Body of the People, both thefe Seits of Men 
being generally hated, and jnitly, becaufe they live by the 
Diftreffes of the Induftricus. 





I hope Iam right in both my Reprefentations, and now 
I am upon the Subjeét, I thal! beg Leave to add fome 
Thoughts on the Defign of Punijl sent, and the Reafons 
for Mercy or Severity: All Writers, and particularly Gro- 
tius, are pofitive, That Punifbment ought never to be inflidted 
meerly for the Sake of punifbing, but for the Sake of fome Good 
refulting from it. Now in Capital Punijbments, the chief 
Good expected from them is, that the Sufferings of the 
Criminal may be an Example for deterring others from 
being guilty of the like Crime. I confefs, that Iam one 
of thofe who think that this has very little Effect, and 
that when Education and Opportunity prompt, thefe 
Examples feldom or never reftrain ; but granting that they 
do, we should diftinguith between thofe Crimes that are 
and muft be condemn’d by all Mankind, and thofe which 
proceed, or may be pretended to proceed, from Principle : 
With regard to the former, if Punifhment has not a good 
Efe, it cannot have a bad ; but with regard to the latter, 
let the Principle be never fo-erroneous, never fo whimfical, 
the Puni/bment may have a a very bad Effect, and if often 
inflicted, may propagate and eftablifh the Principle, how- 
ever enthufiaftical, however ridiculous. 

The Author of the /imple Letter publith'd laf Month in 
the General Evening, and fign’d Andrew Horne, may fay 
what he pleafes about reafonable and unreafonable Martyrs, 
and about the Nonfenfe of Hereditary Right; but thofe who 
die undauntedly profefling that Principle, and for having 
aéted accordingly, will always be efteem’d Martyrs by thofe 
who have embrac’d that Principle, and will contribute more 
towards its Eftablifhment than all our Writers and all our 
Preachers can contribute towards its Refutation. From 
hence I am convine’d, that the late brave, but mifled and 
unfortunate Lord Ba/merino did more Harm to the Govern- 
ment by his Death, than he could have done had he liv'd to 
the Age of a Hundred. 

In all Crimes, therefore, which are or may be pretended 
to be founded on Principle, great Difcretion fhould be ufed 
in inflicting Capital Punifbments ; fome may be neceffary 
for terrifying thofe who may not be quite enthufiaftic, but 
avery few will ferve for this Purpofe, and after that, every 
Capital Punifhment ferves only to propagate the Enthufiafm, 
and to make it become more general and more dangerous 
than itcould ever have been render’d by the utmolt Strength 
of Argument or Power of Eloquence. 

This the French Court were fenfible of, and this, I am 
perfwaded, was their true Reaton for tranfimitting /uch in/o- 
dent Letters to our Secretaries of State: They did not, as 
they had no Prifoners of ours in their Hands, they could 
not fuppofe, that their empty Menaces would frighten us 
from bringing the Rebe/s to condign Punifhment, or, at 
leaft, as many of them as we thought fit; but they were 
afraid of his Majefty’s inmate Mercy, and defign’d to pro 
voke him to make fo many Examples of thefe exthu/iaftic 
Hereditary Right Mem as might eftablith the Principle, and 
make it a more ufeful Tool for their future Purpofes, 

However much I may fufpeét the French Court of 
Knavery, I cannot fufpe&t them of downright Nontenfe ; 
therefore, 1 muft conclude, that this was the Defign of 





their shreatning Letters about the Rebels 5 and, for the fame 
Reafon, I fufpeét, that fome of the Letters publifh’d here 
againf? Mercy are the Produétions of Fefuits, or French 
Agents; particularly, I fufpe&t a Letter publifh’d laft 
Month in the 4dvertifer, the Author of which pretends to 
be in a terrible Paffion with the Facobites ; for if we were 
to take his Advice, we fhould execute not by Tens and 
Dozens but by Hundreds and Thoufands : His Majefy’s good 
Subje&s, he fays, bope to fee condign Punifoment and exem- 
plary Fuftice exercifed on all that Variety of Traitors (whe- 
ther Subfcribers, Remitters, or Fighting-Men ) that the Law 
can claim for Fuftice, Example, and wife Prevention, If 
his Majefty were to take the Advice of this cunning Fe/uit 
or angry Srockjobber, for one or t’other he muft be, Iam 
convinced, that before half the Executions were over, moft 
of his Majetty’s good Subjeds would turn very bad Subjedts. 

I have faid that the Author of this Letter mutt be a cun- 
ning Fe/uit or an angry Stockjobber ; if the latter, 1 mutt 
fuppofe him a Difénter, from the Caution he gives us, 
That Jacobites are not to be confider'd as a Body of Men 
adling juftly upon Principles of Confcience, for the right Wor- 
Srip of God, and Happinefs of his Creatures. He does not 
confider, it feems, that in the Opinion of all reafonable 
Men, the Majority, even of a Chriffian Socicty, have as 
much a Right to chufe what Sort of public Worfhip or 
Church Government they will have, as to chufe what 
Sort of Civil Government they will have; and that the 
Arguments he now makes Ufe of for Severity againft the 
con{cientious Rebel ‘Facobites, will juftify all the Crueltics 
that were exercifed againft the confcientious Rebe/ Diffenters, 
in the Reigns of Charles and James the Second: Buta 
Man, not depriv’d of Difcretion by his Paflion for Revenge, 
will confider, that tho/e Cruelties then call'd Fuftice, Exam- 
ple, and wife Prevention, produced an Effect quite contrary 
to what was intended, and were one of the chief Caufes 
of the Revolution that foon after followed. 

Ifowever, tho’ there be fome Reafon for fuppofing this 
Author to be an angry diflenting Stockjobber, yet, I think, 
there is more for fuppofing him a cunning Fe/uit, who has 
artfully thrown in this Caution to make himflf pafs for 
a Diffnter, and thereby to load that whole Body of Men 
with the infamous Charatter of being cruel and sevengeful. 
The Fefuits know the Effcét of many Examples, when 
Men are punifh’d for Crimes founded on Confcience or 
Principle ; they know that there were but few Papifts 
engaged in the Jase Rebellion ; they know that moft of the 
Rebels were Members of the Cl urch of England ; and as they 
never ftick at any Cruelty, if it may contribute to the End 
they chiefly drive at, they recommend the utmoft Severity 
upon this Occafion, in order to make our Government 
inftrumental in propagating the Principle of Hereditary 
Right, and thereby become in fome Meafure Felo de /e. 

But as no Good can refult from a Mudtitude of OG 
Punifhments upon the prefent Occafion, as it may 7 
Caufe of infinite Mifchief, I hope our Minitters wi ety 
ceive the Snares that have been, or may be laid fo 
by the Frenc/ Minitters at Verfailles, or by their 
the Je/wits here , and if they do, I am perfwade 
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fall hear of few mire Executions, efpecially of fuch as 
t rom the wnole Tenor of their pait Lite mutt be fuppofed 
to have been a@uated by Principle, and co mpelled by Con- 
Science, to tranfgrefs the Laws of their Country. 

As this Letter is already come to a Size large enough for 
your Journal, I hall take another Opportunity to confider 
the Reafons that have been, or may be urged for Severity, 
or in Favour of Mercy.

Paris, Sept. 19. The King retuin’d on Saturday from 
Choifly to Verfailles, and on the 17th his Majetty receiv’d 
the important News that th: Weft-India Fleet was fafely 
arrivd from Corunna at Rochelle, which occafioned great 
Joy. Our Advices from Italy bring News enongh, but 
none that is worth hearing. On the sth inftant a Conven- 
tion was figned between the Republic of Genoa and the 
Combin’d Crowns. On the 8th, it is faid, the King of 
Sardinia made his public Entry inte that City, and, we are 
told, the Doge either has made or will make his Submffions 
to him in the moft humble Manner, and then fet out with 
four of the principal Senators, to make the like Submifiiun 
at Vienna, which with the Ceffion of the Mar 
Final, the Fortreis and Dependencies of Savona, tle J'uwn 
and Dittr’& of Sarzana, and about eight Millions of Livres 
in ready Money, will fecure the Republic from any further 
Chaftiiements. ‘The Prince of Conti is in greater Credit 
than ever; he is to {ct out fpeedily for Metz, and it is given 
oat, will undertake fome new Expedition of Importance. 
Notwithianding all our Loffes in Italy, and that it is gene- 
rally believ'd the Spaniards either have or will make a 
separate Peace, our Actions are at 1960.

There is News from Conftantinople, that the Perfians 
have caufed a confiderable Body of Troops to advance as 
far as Smyrna, which has occafion’d a great many Families 
to fly from Natolia, and take Refuge on the European Side 
of the Hellefpont ; while Tham2.. Kouli Kan in Perton, at 
the Head of his grand Army, is marching to penetrate into 
the Heart of the Ottoman Empire. 

It is believed the true Reafon of putting off the Marriage 
of the Princefs Roya! of Poland and Saxony, to the Elector 
of Bavaria, is, that fhe may receive the Compliments and 
Prefents ufual on fuch Occufions from the Polifh Nobility at 
Warfaw, as was practifed when the EleGor’s Grandiarher 
efpoufed the Daughter of King John Sobietki, at which 
‘Time they amounted to an immenfe Sum 

All the Stories fpead abroad concerning the King of 
Pruffia’s Fall from his Coach, breaking his Ribs, Ac. are 
meer Inventions, the laft Letters from Berlin affuring us, 
that he was in perfect Health, and applied himielf more 
than ufual to Bufinefs. 

By Letters of the 8th from Mantua, we hear, that no 
Advice was come of the Surrender of Gavi, which conti- 
nues to be batter’d by 16 Pieces of Cannon and 10 Mor- 
tars. A great many noble Genoefe are faid to be in the 
Place, who encourage the Garrifon to make a vigorous 
Defence, and the Commandant is a French Officer, in the 
Pay of the Republic. 

Several Imperial Generals went to Gegoa with the De- 
puties that were fent by Count Botta, aid they treat the 
Genoefe with great Civility. The Enemy were clofely 
purfued in the Flight by the Auttrian Detachments, who 
pick’d up a great deal of their Equipage and Baggage on 
the Road. 

Upon the Application of the Republic of Venice to the 
Emprefs, that & Majeily would pleate to fpare the State 
of Genoa, the Anfwer was, .that however inclin’d fhe 
might be to ufe the Genoefe kindly, fhe could anfwer for 
herlelf only ; and that therefore it would be prudent, at 
the fame Time they were applying to her, to endeavour 
to appeafe the King of Sardinia. 

M. D’Argenfon told Count Waffenaer at parting, 
« That poflible fome Powers might be in no hatte for a 
Peace, and if they were not, it fhould not be forced upon 
them ; that is was true his Mailer wifhed it, but would 
ftay "till other Folks withed it aswellas he.” It is believed 
this relates to the Courts of Vienna and Turin, of whoie 
Plenipotentinaries we hear nothing with Certainty 

There is Advice from the H gue, dated the 23d infant, 
N.S. that the City of Nanvar furrender’d to the French on 
the 1gth infant. The French had brought againit it up- 
wards of 2co Pieces of Battering Cannon, and feem'd to 
be determin’d not to leave one Stone upon another, if the 
Garrifon attempted to hold out obftinately. Count Colyear, 
the Governor, had leave to retire on Account of his great
